John H. Glenn Jr. is a candidate for 


Ohio’s Democratic nomination for senator. 


We wish him well. 
Most of us have had no greater thrill 
than his three orbits of the earth Feb. 
20, 1962. When the Marine Corps lieutenant 
colonel finally was down safely in the 
landing area, millions of us had shared 
his finest hours. 


We had wished him the best during the 
two months he had waited for the blast­ 
off. 
We had 
shared 
his adventure during 
the 
nearly five hours he was in orbit. 
We wept, we laughed, we prayed and we 
joked with this man We adopted him, his 
charming wife Annie and their children as 
symbols of what we believed to be best 
about the United States and its way of 
life. 
Time has moved on for the Glenns. It 
has moved on tor all of 
us. President 
Kennedy, who gave Col 
Glenn the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Medal of the National 
Aeronautical and Space Administration, is 
dead The astronaut, at 40 years the old­ 
est of the original group in Project Mer­ 
cury. is now two years older — too old 
for the Apollo project. 


HE HAS MADE the decision to switch 
to politics. 
This raises a ticklish question for Ohio 
Democrats in the primary because U.S. 
Sen 
Stephen M. Young 
is 
running 
for 
renomination 
A more ticklish problem will be raised 
for Ohioans in general if Col. Glenn wins 


the 
Democratic 
nomination 
and 
runs 
against U.S. Rep. Robert Taft, who is ex­ 
pected to be the Republican nominee. 
This would be a case of two outstand­ 
ing young Ohioans trying to kill off each 
other at a time when both are needed. 
It would be a tough decision for voters. 
Obviously, Col. Glenn has been encour­ 
aged to run by Democrats hoping to use 
his popularity to sew up 
Ohio 
in 
this 
year's presidential contest. 
The political strategy of his candidacy 
must be looked at separately from his 
personal considerations in lending himself 
to the strategy. 
We do not blame Col. Glenn for want­ 
ing to take advantage of the Democrats’ 
thirst for victory in Ohio after losing it 
in 1960 But we do not admire Democratic 
strategists for taking advantage of Col. 
Glenn. 


HIS CANDIDACY must be looked at in 
this light. It is a power play in politics 
that coincides with his desire to switch 
careers. He is being used. 
We continue to wish the best for John 
Glenn 
This does not include a wish that his 
personal popularity should put Ohio into 
the Democratic column in this year’s presi­ 
dential election. 
He is welcome to try for the Senate 
seat, if he gets the nomination 
But his 
trying is no guarantee of success for the 
.Senate seat 
and 
certainly not for 
the 
Democratic strategy of toppling Ohio out 
of the Republican orbit in 1964

When national pride, more­ 
over, complicates an internation­ 
al problem, there are always 
opportunities for provocative ac­ 
tion and the intensification of 
bitterness. 
The people of Panama origin­ 
ally leased their territory for 
an Interoceanic canal. The Unit­ 
ed States built the waterway 
and has been collecting tolls 
from the ships of all nations. 
But the Republic of Panama 
gets less than $2 million a year 
rent. It used to be only $250,- 
000. 
Surely 
in 
the 
50 years 
since the canal has been oper­ 
ating it would seem that the 
United States could afford to 
increase considerably more its 
annual payment, especially in 
these days of foreign aid to 


many countries which do not fur­ 
nish any facility to the United 
States as useful as the Panama 
Canal has been, including its 
military value in World War I 
and World War II. 


THERE ARE economic im­ 
provements which can be made 
after 
proper negotiation 
But 
since there’s an election cam­ 
paign going on inside the Re­ 
public of Panama, it is custom­ 
ary for national sensitiveness to 
be expressed in 
the political 
arena. On top of this, the Amer­ 
icans who live in the Canal Zone 
have families with teen-age stu­ 
dents who naturally have a feel­ 
ing of patriotism about flying 
the American flag 


For many years, 
only the 


American flag was flown inside 
the Canal Zone — which is 
leased permanently to the Unit­ 
ed 
States. 
Then the 
demand 
was made that the Panamanian 
flag should also be flown, and 
in January 1963 it was agreed 
that the Panamanian flag would 
fly side by side wherever the 
U.S. flag was flown by civilian 
authorities in the zone. 
In the first week of this year, 
the U.S. flag was hauled down 
from a number of sites — in­ 
cluding 
the 
high 
schools 
— 
which had not been designated 
for the joint flying of the two 
flags. 
For some strange reason, no 
explanation

'Phis does not mean a strong personal­ 
ity cannot dominate politics, as Franklin 
D Roosevelt did from 1932 until 1945, with 
four successful bids for the presidency. It 
does mean no man can he free from 
the criticism that is implicit in a system 
that holds him accountable for everything 
he does 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON Is a political 
professional Like the other professionals. 
he understands the two-party system and 
what it entails. He knows whv that first 
glowing image is starting to fade. 
The “ honeymoon" that

ally 
In his case, there was no “honey­ 
moon." only a lull in partisanship while 
the nation mourned the death of President 
Kennedy 
When the mourning ended, the two-party

Glenn later seated him self there 
to m ake his announcem ent. 


The ballroom is about 250 feet 
long. C hairs had been set up 
for 400. R eporters and photogra­ 
phers from all over the U. S. 
already 
had 
gath ered 
a n d 
m ore kept com ing. All the seats 
were occupied by new sm en and 
curiosity-seekers. 


MANY WERE standing along 
the sides of the room when Col. 
Glenn and his fam ily entered. 


His wife. Annie, led the p arty , 
followed by the colonel, his p a r­ 
ents and Dr. and M rs. H om er 
C astor, the p aren ts of M r s . 
Glenn. 


The astro n au t read a sta te ­ 
m ent explaining his reasons for 
leaving the Space C enter and 
the M arine Corps. His expres­ 
sion was serious. In all the tim e 
I spent with Col. G lenn, it was 
the first tim e his face w as not 
covered with a sm ile. 
A fter reading the statem ent, 
he was show ered w ith q u e s ­ 
tions. His face lit up again. He 
seem ed to enjoy the questions. 
Several w itty sallies b r o u g h t 
laughter. When he turned se r­ 
ious the crow d applauded. 
The room tem p era tu re w a s 
extrem ely high. The brilliant TV 
lights m ade it that m uch hotter.

I found his announcem ent c re ­ 
ated fresh interest with voters 
from all p arts of the U. S. And 
in Ohio, the interest was p a r­ 
ticularly high am ong young m en 
and women 
In ter-state trav elers stopping 
at the Neil House showed they 
w ere just as interested in Col 
Glenn as his fellow Ohioans. 
Rep. W ayne L. H ays of Flush­ 
ing and Don G osney. C olum bi­ 
ana County D em ocratic c h air­ 
m an. w ere looking for that "new 
face on the horizon" when they 
helped persuade Col. Glenn to 
m ake the race. 
As I prepared to leave Colum ­ 


bus, m y thoughts drifted back to 
som e of the other national and 
w orld figures I have m et. 


I SHOOK hands with P rem ier 
K hruschev in his visit to the 
U. S. and had talks with the 
late P resident K ennedy, Adlai 
Stevenson and m any governors 
and senators. 


I have been chosen to greet 
and w elcom e Lyndon B. Jo h n ­ 
son at the G reate r P ittsburgh 
A irport on both occasions th at 
he cam e to E ast Liverpool for 
speaking engagem ents. And I 
had the pleasure of h a v i n g 
b reakfast a few y ears ago with 
the T exan and his wife when 
he w as a senator.

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District’s Printing Craftsmen Continue Long Tradition 


Whether it’s this newspaper, 


your company's stationery, a 


wedding invitation or a text­ 


book, printed materials hold 
a vital role in informing us, 
educating us and protecting 
our democratic way of life. 
And although there h a v e 
been many changes in print­ 


ing methods since John Gut­ 


enberg's invention of movable 


type in 1447, the responsibil­ 


ity for craftsmanship remains 
in the composing rooms and 
job shops throughout the Tri­ 
state district. 


THE LAST six days have 


marked the annual Interna­ 


tional Printing Week, honor­ 


ing Benjamin Franklin, great 


leader of the colonial era of 
America and patron of the 
printing trade. 
Franklin, born Jan. 17. 1706, 
in Boston, was a printer, pub­ 
lisher and shopkeeper w h o 


Franklin Feted 


went on to fame as an out­ 
standing American w r i t e r , 
statesman, inventor and his­ 
torical figure. 


The printing press carried 
the true symbol of American 
civilization across the Appa­ 
lachians and into the O h i o 
Valley not far behind the fron­ 
tiersman. 


William lapper hauled ma­ 
terials from Pittsburgh to a 
log house on Beaver St. in 
New Lisbon to print Der Pa­ 
triot Am Ohio in German in 
1808, among the first newspa­ 
pers in Ohio. It was changed 
to The Ohio Patriot in 1800 
and continued publication un­ 
til 1924. 


when Andrew Logan of Bea­ 
ver launched t h e Cleveland 
Gazette and Commercial Reg­ 
ister. 
The first paper printed in 
western Virginia was the Po- 
tomak Guardian at Shepherds­ 
town in 1790 
Hancock County's first pa­ 
per was the Courier, founded 
at 
Fairview 
(Pughtowm 
in 
1869 by J. W. Plattenburg. a 
Civil War veteran who learn­ 
ed the printing trade at Wells­ 
burg. 
Lewis Caton came f r o m 
Snow Hill. Md., to begin Wells- 
ville's first newspaper in 1835 
—The 
Commercial 
Adver­ 
tiser. 
Caton brought with him a 
printer named William Clarke, 
who set the first stick of type 
for the Advertiser, published 
on an old Ramage Press. 
By 1842. Clarke had come 
into control of the paper, now 
called the Patriot, and con­ 
tinued to publish it until 1864 
when, due to his rabid Demo­ 
cratic views and public ac­ 
cusations of his b e i n g pro- 
Southern. 
he went 
back 
to 
Maryland.

THE FIRST newspaper in 
America was printed at Bos­ 
ton in 1690, meant to be a 
monthly, but lasted only one 
issue The Boston News Let­ 
ter was launched in 1704 as a 
weekly news digest 


Jam es Franklin, R o s t o n 
printer, took over the Boston 
Courant (founded in 1719» and, 
aided by his brother. Benja­ 
min. published it until thrown 
in jail by authorities for "art­ 
icles reflecting on His Majes­ 
ty’s government” . 


BEN CONTINUED the pa­ 
per, but when he and his old­ 
er brother quarreled, he ran 
away to Philadelphia, subse­ 
quently becoming a n o t e d 
printer and publisher of the 
Pennsylvania 
Gazette 
a n d 
“ Poor Richard's Almanac". 
The first newspaper printed 
north of the Ohio River was 
William Maxwell’s “ Centinel 
of the Northwest Territory” at 
Cincinnati in 1793 
Actually, the first printing 
done in America was an al­ 
manac pulled off a wooden 
press at Cambridge. Mass . in

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Counseling Center Will Mark Its 10th Birthday Soon 


By ARTHUR THOMAS 
Editor, The Review 
The Child Counseling Center, which in a quiet sort of 
way has become an important part in the lives of quite a 
few East Liverpool and district residents, will complete 
IO years of successful operation shortly. 
It was on June I, 1954, that the offices were opened of­ 
ficially in rooms in the Odd Fellows building on W. 6th St. 
The idea for such a center actually got off the ground 
on Dec. 17, 1953, during a meeting of a group of interested 
persons at the high school. Corliss Myers, at the time presi­ 
dent of the City Federation of Parent-Teacher Organiza­ 
tions which sponsored the session, served as temporary 
chairman and outlined the objectives of the program. 


THE PROPOSAL had such merit in the minds of those 
present that a permanent committee was formed and the 
machinery set in motion for the organization which now 
shares offices with Cerebral Palsy in the Child 
Health 
Clinic at Mary Patterson Memorial on E. 4th St. 
The years have been rewarding ones, but they also have 
been trying ones financially. Meeting the budget has been 
a constant battle, but through the generosity of many far­ 
sighted individuals and organizations—including the vari­ 
ous PTA's—and through the dedicated work of a Board of 
Directors which serves voluntarily the objectives of the cen­ 
ter which were outlined back in late 1953 and early 1954 
have been maintained and the .services expanded. 
I can speak with sincerity about the dedication of the 
directors, having had the privilege of being associated with 
the group as secretary since its first meeting. Some of those 
who were present Dec. 17, 1953. are still most active in 
the program. 


THERE ARE TWO paid employes-M iss Kathleen Potter, 
Miss Poller, Mr. Momla Discuss Counseling 


receptionist-secretarv. and Cornell Monda. psychologist, who 
is following in the footsteps of the others who so capably 
helped get things going. 
Their salaries, plus rental, light and the other necessary 
expenses which go with a properly-operated office mean a 
budget of nearly $6,000 a year. 
As pointed out earlier, this budget is met through contri­ 
butions and through fund-raising projects 
lf 
those 
using 
the center’s 
services are in a position to do so. a fee is 
charged 
lf not. the counseling is offered free. 
Undoubtedly some of you by this time may be saying 
“ This is a11 
well and good, but just what is the purpose 
of the Child Counseling Center'’" 
Article 2 of the center’s constitution and bylaws puts it 
this way: "The purpose of 
this organization shall 
be to 
establish, maintain and conduct a child counseling center 
and service; a family counseling center and service and 
all kindred and related subjects to include child guidance 
and psychological services for persons requesting treat­ 
ment."

THIS REPORTER decided 
for the second time in his 
life to give up cigarettes. 
The first 
was 
successful, 
but by a strange quirk of 
fate, did not prove complete. 
The second was started the 
past Sunday. The attempt had 
nothing to do with the report 
issued the day before, but was 
done simply on the urging of 
family and friends 
The first attempt was just 
over a year ago. I had ac­ 
tually quit, in the sense that 
I 
hadnt 
had 
anything 
to 
smoke for more than a month. 
Then I became ill and had 
to enter 
the 
hospital 
t o r 
treatment 
While there, a co - worker 
paid me a visit 
At the time. 
I was under the influence of 
a strong sedative and do not 
even recall his visit.
